union will be enabled and required to obey its 
instructions and go back to work. The strike is 
thus abolished by abolishing the authority of the 
strike-makers. These and those who follow them 
are now outlaws, can claim no support from the 
union, and are entitled to expect none from other 
trades organizations 

The communication in which this action 
announced, and the reasons for it set forth, is an 
iuminating one. Briefly, Mr. Lewis says that 
what has been called a strike in the far eastern 
province is really a revolutionary movement, en-
